Stagg at first resisted and the rol)lR'r, 
first stiikiiii, hiiii dii tlie head witli a 
revolver, iheu leveled the pistol at the 
old caterer aud shot him duoogh the 

temple.

Lorenzo Daiiiiio, Fraiurisco Roijehet- 
to and Stanislaus Vittone were taken 
from the undertaker's rooms yesterday 
to the Catholic church, where mass wa;- 
performed, after which their IxMlies 
wero followed to the ceineteiy by a 
large number of pt^ople. All the llai- 
iaiis from Rouse, and the ueighhoriiii^ 
country (^oal camps were present. Thii.i 
ends life's story iu the tragedy of life so 
fai' as these throe men are concerned.

Don* to the Allianoa Will Not He Ue- 
poated — On* of Secretary Grashain's Ke- 
qiiMls Promptly Coinplied With— Cour- 
taoaa Reply Made to Another Dae. 

W.\8HiNOT«)N, March 18.— The state 
depart inent has received a dispafel; 
from Minister Taylor at .Miulrid stating 
that the Spanish government has giv> n 
assurance to the United States that 
there will be no more lepetitim of sudi 
offenses as the firing upon the Allianca. 
The reply of the Spanish government is 
couched in courteous and tcmper.ire 
phrases, aud expressed t he determina- 
tion of Spain to avoid lurtlier cause for 
complaint on the part of the govern- 
ment. 

As to the attem])ted detention of the 
Allianca the Spanish minist^'r ol foreign 
affairs say.s that he is as yet without in- 
formation, aud adds that as sinm as he 
shall have reireivod a reiMirt from the 
captain general of Cuba coucerniug 
that incident, a reply will be made to 
the demand contained in Saoretury 
Oresham's telegram. 

While the officials of the state depart 
ment are unwilling to say unythiiig 
whatever concerning the contents of 
Minister Taylor's cablegram, it is be- 
lieved the foregoing is a fairly accuiare 
interpretatioti ef the dispatch. 

It will be noted that the Spanish gov- 
ernment promptly complies with one of 
the most important of Secretary Gresh- 
um's demands, which waa for "immedi- 
ate assurance" that the war veaaels 
patrolling Cuban waters should not give 
further offease in the manner com- 
plained of in the Allianca attaix. 

As to the other demands made by 
Saoretary Qtesham that the Spanisii 
government should promptly express its 
regrets for the attempted detention of 
the Allianca, Minister Taylor indioatv.. 
the willingness of the Madrid govern 
ment to comply therewith in due time, 
should the facts ou investigation pmve 
to be iu accordance with the represen- 
tations made by the United States.

The first iilarm for the tire came by 
telephone, to the district offices at 10:10 
a. m. A few minutes pre\'iously a resi- 
dent of the ueigliborhiKxi of the round- 
house saw a small flame burst out of the 
cupola of the building and he ran to the 
office of the general feremau dii'eutiy 
across from the roondhooae and notiflad 
thoi-e in charge. 

General Foreman Howard summoned 
the company's private fire department, 
consisting of 16 meu, to the scene and a 
stream of water was directetl toward 
the blazing cupola. A heavy wind was 
blowing and the tire soon ate its way 
down to the roof of the roundhou.se. 

When Fiia Chief Mayo reached tha 
fire, he saw that there was danger of 
the flames reaching the oilhouse, repair 
shops aad tiie Wabash elevator, all iu 
dose preximity, and he immediately 
sent in a general alarm. 

Meanwhile the road's fire company 
bad directed its efforts toward smother - 
ing the flames in the southeast end of 
the Btmetnra whioh menaced the oil- 
bouse, aud the lire at this point was 
held fairly ia uhaok. The roaf was al- 
ready abliuie aud threatened to collapse 
every moment, but the falling of tha 
widls was not at this time anticipated. 
The iron braces supporting the roof ex- 

Smded iu the intcu.se heat aud the frail 
ame covering gave way with a muf- 
fled roar, falling in OB tha stalled an- 
gines. 

At this moment the southwest wall, 
18 feet high and IK inches thick, was 
seen to toftfir outward from the lateral 
pressure of the falling roof, aud a yoll 
went up to apprise of their danger the 
IS men at work at this portion of the 
building. The warning came too late, 
and 1'^ of the men were buried iu a pile 
of brick sevenvl feet high. That only 
two wea-e killed outright was nothing 
short of miraculous. 

Rtreams of water were poured on the 
smoking debris, and a.s soon as possible 
the work of rescue began. Preston and 
Bowen were buried (completely, and 
were dead some time before their bodies 
were reached They wore badly crushed, 
^wen'e features ware uaraooguii&able.

turnpike" qneatlon tbua began. The charge of 
three cents per mile for buggy travel upon the 
Majnrille and Braokan pUe has done more to 
bring odium npou the syitem of tolls than all 
other things combined, and has drivea more 
travel from that, aod every other ilnt^lais road 
In the ooanty, than any othar charge that is 
made. It started the people to astimattng the 
ainoiut expended la UMm and to dertalng ways 
and means of eradtag that expense, either by 
traveling bat little or not at all. or by going to 
places that did not neeesssttau the payment of 
■o mnoh toll. Maytrtlle has lost thoasands and 
thoiuands of dollars worth of trade ia this way, 
and the loss is increasing. There is not a farmer 
or tenant In the west end of the county that can- 
not save from ten to fifty dollan in toll per year 
by deaUng and selling at Bipley, Dem, AageaU 
or Broshear'g Station. 

The eiut end of the oolinly is more fortunate, 
as the managers of the pikes charRO more reason- 
able tolls: l.Ut, the Htteiitioli of everyone liavimj 
iHsen called specially lo the .(ue-stiou, the burden 
M-emti enormous, an.1 there Isawidoapfsadde-' 
sire to be relieved of all toll. 

One, two. three parallel roaiH will not relieve 
tho people. The system of pikes and <lirt roads 
that we now have, has Ijeeii the ^jrowth ol a cent- 
ury, aii.l our farms and houses an.l lielils and 
pas-wnys liiive been arranged to suit the live 
main turnpike arteries. A new nlii;niai nt, such 
U.S eoiitemplftted bytheHystcm ..( ininiHel roa.ls, 
aside from the cost, would aeeommodate but 
few— comparatively— of our citizens. There 
would be a geueral upheaval of passwayii and 
farm roads and change of front of Improvement.! 
to reach the new pikes, and when completed, 
til. entire county would be taxed ior the t>eneflt 
of a lew, and the bulk of travel would follow the 
present leading thoroughfares, or the entire sys- 
tem of roads would be so injured, that wo wouM 
not baTs a respeetable road In theoonnty. 

Experience teaches, " that there is no excel- 
lence without great labor." It also teaches that 
first-class roads "oome high." If we most have 
them, then we mast pay for them. If our citi- 
zens dcstre free pikes, tlien they most consent to 
pay as high taxes as our Obio friends, who have 
free pikes. We cannot buy, lease nor parallel 
our pikes, uuless we have a decided incrca.<ie in 
taxation. Ko matter what measure we adopt, 
taxation must be the moving power. The more 
perfect and comiih te the remedy, the higher the 
a nonnt to he paid in taxu8 to secure it. • 

The oliject of free pikes Is not to sav.' money, 
0.1 I understand it. hut It Is to Increase tnide and 
p ij u'tition. To induce citizens ol .iili. r . .lunt- 
le.s, cursed with hiKh tolls, to come to Mason, 
where no such hiinlen i.s impKsed. To eubaiu'e 
the demand for and price of our lands ; to cause 
such an influx of people, that our larKe farms 
will he cut up into small tracts, and our county 
b come the hucksters' paradlSS SBA laaitet 
garden of the Ohio valley. 

Just as the construction of the pikes doubled 
the value of our lands, so will the deBtruction of 
tolls again double their value, and give a new 
impetus to business and trade of all kiuds. Our 
city will once more become acquainted with the 
citlsens of the west end, and population and 
wealth will rapidly inoreass, so that the burden 
of taxes to repair and to pnrchise all the roads 
will not be felt. Bat,letusnot belmpaUent A 
system that is tho growth of nearly lOTenty 
yean eaaaot be ehaogad In a year or two years.

The boat plies back and forward be- 
tween Maysville and its neighbour, Man- 
Ishester. The peggengwa aeldom remem- 
ber that over every npot tlM MdOMB laid 
in wait for the pioneer. 

Manchester was settled in 1792 by 
General Nathaniel Massie. It was the 
third settlement on the northweet side 
of the Ohio river between Pittsburg and 
Losantiville, (now Cincinnati). The 
Revolutionary War had Just eloied, 
(Teneral Washington had sent General 
Wayne to conquer the Indiana. Wayne's 
expedition was a triumph. A treaty was 

made with the ahorii^ineg. Atwut tht 
same time General Massie organised at 
Manefaeeter an exploring expidition 

coiisif'tiiig of forty persons, some of whom 
were from May's Landing, now Mays 
ville; several from the then larger set- 
tlement of Wanhington. To a son of one 
of this party, the writer is indebted for 
many of these facts, some published, anti 
some aooounta, while in the long ago h 
was our guest. 

About twenty miles from the old Indian 
town of Chillicothe they came upon a 
camp of Shawnee Indians who would not 
abide by the treaty. Two battles were 
fought— one at the Indian camp on the 
picturesque bank of Paint Greek. We 
liavc walked and have driven over this 
old battlefield. Now no richer or more 
cultivated part of Ohio can be found 
Then it was an unbroken wilderness 
This hostile attitude of the Shawnees so 
near their stronghold at Chillicothe de 
termined General Massie to return for a 
stronger force. Burying the dead, the 
party retraced their steps and at night 
camped on the banks of Scioto Brush 
Creek. Followed and attacked before 
day dawn by the savages, tliey cx'm- 
pelled the foe to beat a retreat, and then 
returned to Maneheater. 

Two years later General Massie made 
another and then successful expedition 
to their strong village and laid out the 
present beautiful city of Cliillicotbe. 

So well are these exploits appreciated, 
that the first Preeident of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, the wife of 
a former 1 'resident of these United States, 
on the organizing of the Society of the 
D. A. R., wrote to a descendant of this 
illustrious chleftan Inviting herto become 
a member. This lady Is a resident of our 
neighboring town of Washington.
